EDITORIALS OF THE SIX PRESIDENTS 



JOHN EDWARD JACKSON, 1887-1896, was the first president. At that time the school was, The State 
Normal School for Colored Persons. He developed a practice school, constructed Hume Hall, and 
Trade Building. He developed and changed the curriculum from a few primary courses for Rural 
Teachers to include departmentalization courses in economics, agriculture and mechanics. The schools 
oldest building is named for him. His administration filled a second or interim period, 1907-1910. 

JOHN EDWARD GIVENS, 1898-1900, was the second president. He came to the college with a rich 
background. He was responsible for the purchase and creation of the college farm and he secured ap- 
propriation for the first new building. 

JAMES HALLOWAY, 1900-1907 & 1910-1912, the third president, was first a professor of Agriculture. 
He broadened the curriculum, remodeled buildings, and reconditioned driveways. He was responsi- 
ble for increased appropriation for a new girl's Dormitory. He became the first president to be ap- 
pointed an official member of the College's Board of Trustees 

GREEN PINCKNEY RUSSELL, 1912-1923, brought to his administration post a fund of experience in 
teaching and school administration. He began a system of improvements in the Industrial and Aca- 
demic Departments, in the general campus an increase in faculty, and a change in the course of study 
from a Normal School to a college. It acquired the name Kentucky State Industrial College. He served 
in the interim period after 1924 until the arrival of President R. B. Atwood, 1929. He is also respon- 
sible for the name of the College football team, "Kentucky Thorobreds." He is more commonly known 
as Professor Russell. 

FRANCIS MARION WOODS, 1923-1924, was the fifth person to guide the college administration. He 
brought a long career in many important educational positions from many sections of the country. 
The College's growth continued successfully under his leadership. 

RUFUS BALLARD ATWOOD, 1929-present time, has channelled the college over the greatest portion 
of its existence. Under his leadership the school has changed from an Industrial College to a four year, 
"a rating institution, fully accredited with the Southern Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, 
Kentucky State Department of Education, National Council for Accrediation of Teacher Education and 
American Association of Colleges for Teachers Education. 

The curriculum has changed to conform to the society and the time, the faculty has increased in num- 
ber and quality and the physical plant reflects a multimillion dollar organization with plans for con- 
tinued growth.

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HISTORY OF ALPHA KAPPA ALPHA SORORITY 



On January 16, 1908, a group at Howard University caught the inspiration of a fellow 
student, Ethel Hedgeman Lyle, and initiated the movement of Greek letter sororities among 
Negro women in America. Now interracial, Alpha Kappa Alpha has initiated more than 
25,000 women and has 104 graduate chapters and 161 undergraduates. The sorority's pro- 
jects include the Americn Council on Human Rights, Foreign Fellowships and undergraduate 
Scholarships, National Building and Chapter Houses and Research and Local Community 
Programs. 

The purpose of the Sorority is to cultivate and encourage high scholastic and ethical 
standards, improve the social stature of the race, promote unity and friendship among col- 
lege women, and keep alive within the alumnae an interest in college life.

History of Delta Sigma Theta 

Delta Sigma Theta Sorority was founded at Howard University January 13, 1913. Del- 
ta founders envisioned an organization which would lift the race through combating ignor- 
ance, prejudice, discrimination, and injustice, and bring together college women of like 
ideals, scholarship, and potentialities. On such principles was Delta Sigma Theta founded. 
Delta Sigma Theta Sorority is recorded in Washington, C. D., as the first incorporated So- 
rority. 

Grand Chapter Scholarships awards amount to $5,000 annually and are not limited 
to Delta women. The major activities are Founder's Day, The Jabberwock, National May 
Week, and Job Opportunities.

In 1941 the name was changed to Kappa Alpha 
Psi Fraternity. The efforts of three men, Elder W. Diggs, Byron K. Armstrong, and John M. 
Lee, were outstanding in the early development of the Fraternity.

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A Brief History Of Mega Psi Phi Fraternity, inc. 



Omega Psi Phi Fraternity was founded on November 17, 1911, by Brothers Edgar A. 
Love, Oscar J. Cooper, Frank Coleman, and Ernest E. Just, now deceased. These four men, 
in the early part of the twentieth century, seized upon the cultural heritage of the human 
race and especially upon the heritage of their forefathers, and at their Alma Mater, Howard 
University, Washington, D.C., established the national Greek-letter Fraternity, the Omega 
Psi Phi. In their founding the first national Greek-letter fraternity to be organized at a Ne- 
gro institution of higher learning, the Omega Psi Phi Fraternity pioneered and blazed the 
way for other fraternities that have followed. 

The four cardinal principles upon which Omega Psi Phi is founded are Manhood, Scho- 
larship, Perseverance, and Uplift. The purpose of the Fraternity is Racial Uplift Through Cul- 
tural Achievement and Inspiration.
